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Government says oil disaster officially over 


U.S. officials formally 
declared an end to the 
worst oil spill in U.S. 
history Sunday, a mile- 
stone that followed 
nearly five months 
of dashed hopes and 
blistering criticism 
of nearly everyone 
involved. 

Well owner BP be- 
gan final cementing 
operations to per- 
manently plug the 
blowout Friday. 
Pressure tests con- 
ducted early Sunday 
confirmed the cement 
was holding, and the 
Interior Department 
agency that regulates 
offshore drilling pro- 
nounced the 
well dead at 5:54 a.m., 
former Coast Guard 
Adm. Thad Allen said 
in a statement issued 
Sunday morning. 

“With this devel- 
opment, which has 
been confirmed by 
the Department of 
the Interior’s Bureau 
of Ocean Energy 
Management, we can 
finally announce that 
the Macondo 252 well 
is effectively dead,” 
Allen, the federal gov- 
ernment’s point man 
on the disaster, said in 
the statement. 

The disaster saw oil 
patch jargon like “junk 
shot,” “static kill” and 
“blowout preventer” 
join the American lexi- 
con and left residents 
of the Gulf Coast wor- 
ried for their liveli- 
hoods. Here’s a look 
back at key events.

No social media 
for you? No way 

Fm trying to imagine what life would be like if someone took away my 
social media privileges. Ugh! It would sting more than that time my 
parents took away a pizza dinner because of something I supposedly 
did to provoke my sister. But that was last month. 

I kid, of course. No one had even thought of social media 25 years 
ago, but now a college is grounding its students, so to speak. 

At Harrisburg University of Science and Technology in Pennsyl- 
vania last week, Provost Eric Darr imposed a weeklong social media 
ban. That meant no Twitter, no Facebook, no MySpace (luckily no one 
uses that anymore). Only e-mail. No word yet about how it went, but 
Fm looking forward to finding out. My guess is that the people who 
survived had a pretty hard time. 

Why would anyone do such a thing? According to NPR, Darr saw it 
as more of an academic exercise than punishment. He wants students 
to think about the effect of technology in their daily lives. 

“Often, there are behaviors or habits, ways that we use technology 
that we may ourselves not even be able to articulate because we’re not 
aware of them,” Darr told NPR. 

As if forcing students to communicate with more than 140 charac- 
ters wasn’t bad enough, there was homework. Students were asked to 
write reflective essays about the experience. 

Here’s my essay, even though I didn’t participate. 

There’s nothing wrong with turning off the TV and going for a 
walk, but a week without a primary form of communication with 
friends doesn’t seem like a worthwhile exercise. Will students who 
tweet with other students on campus actually meet face to face? 
Maybe, maybe not. For so many people, Facebook is a primary source 
of information. And students actually use social media for much more 
than talking to friends; they use it to stay informed and get their news. 

Provost Darr, just because we communicate differently nowadays 
and consume information differently, that’s no reason to shut off the 
pipeline. The experiment would have been much more effective if it 
were voluntary and every time someone tweeted or Facebooked they 
had to do a good deed or give money to a charity Forcing people to go 
without and then making them write about it, to me, doesn’t accom- 
plish any worthwhile goals. 

I could be wrong, but I don’t see anyone who participated giving 
up social media for good. People who suffer Internet addictions and 
need help should get help; I just don’t think it should come from some 
school administrator. 

How long could you last without social media? Tweet me, poke 
me— just tell me. And no, you won’t get in trouble.

Female taxi drivers a rare 
find on Chicago’s streets

Cindy Shaver has a four-leaf clover tattoo on her 
right leg, which is fitting seeing as she’s a rarity 
in Chicago. 

Shaver is one of about 120 licensed female 
cabdrivers in this city out of about 12,000 taxi 
drivers —or i percent— according to city data. 

“This job is not like any other job,” said 
Shaver, 39, who’s been driving a cab for about 10 
years. “%u have to be on the defense without 
being rude. %u have to expect what you’d never 
expect.” 

All taxi drivers face an unusual working en- 
vironment, including inconsistent wages and 
potentially dangerous conditions. For female 
drivers such as Shaver, however, the potential 
dangers can be magnified. 

The unexpected elements of the job for Shav- 
er have included sexual harassment and physical 
attacks by male passengers. Shaver said she once 
caught a guy pleasuring himself in the back of 
her cab on Lake Shore Drive. She punched him, 
then kicked him out of the car. 

Melissa Callahan, a Chicago cabdriver for 
three years, has encountered similar harass- 
ment. Callahan said she nearly quit after a cou- 
ple of men tried to solicit her for prostitution. 

“To even make that suggestion was very hurt- 
ful for me,” said Callahan, who lives on the Near 
West Side. “I’ve developed a thick skin.” 

Callahan, 31, said she turned to taxi driving 
after she lost her nursing home job and noticed 
her ex-husband had found success as a cabdriver. 
The upsides included a flexible schedule that al- 
lowed her to spend time with her two children. 
Plus, she enjoys roaming around the city and 
talking to passengers. 

Safety concerns aside. Shaver said she also en- 
joys the job because each shift is different, and 
she’s found she can brighten a passenger’s day 
and her own if the ride is smooth. Shaver took 
a break from driving in the late ’90s, when she 



worked at an architecture firm. But she found 
office life too monotonous. 


“When you drive a cab, every day you start 
at nothing. One ride can change everything,” 
Shaver said. “It’s not an easy job, but it’s fun.” 

Both Shaver and Callahan have learned to 
exercise caution on the job. CaUahan said she 
occasionally carries pepper spray in case of at- 
tack— though she’s never had to use it. During 
an airport pickup. Shaver will get out of the cab 
and help men put their bags in the trunk so she 
can size them up. 

Shaver also has built up a clientele of repeat 
customers so she doesn’t have to worry about 
who is in the back seat. 

Inconsistent wages and an increase in city 
fees, a problem all cabdrivers face, are the main 
reason both women plan to quit soon. As of 
Sept. I, taxi drivers now have to pay $4 to the 
city per airport pickup, up from $2. Shaver and 
Callahan said O’Hare pickups make up much of 
their business. 

Shaver is set to give up her taxi in November 
so she can go back to school to study criminal 
justice and join the National Guard. 

CaUahan, meanwhile, was so passionate 
about her taxi job and concerned about fee in- 
creases that in 2007, she cuUed 2,000 signatures 
for a petition seeking a 24.4 percent fare hike

for taxi drivers. One news outlet caUed her “the 
new face of Chicago’s cabbies.” 

CaUahan plans to focus that determination on 
a run next year for alderman of the 2nd Ward, a 
position currently held by Aid. Robert Fioretti, 
but isn’t sure what she’U do if she doesn’t win. She 
just knows her cabbie days are numbered. 

“I enjoy it very much,” CaUahan said. “It’s just 
not profitable enough.” tswartz@tribune.com

Crosswalk confusion 

Police stepping up enforcement of state’s new crossing law

Chicago police have gone on a ticketing 
blitz focusing on dozens of high-accident 
locations to enforce a new state law requir- 
ing drivers to stop for pedestrians in cross- 
walks. 

The law, which took effect this summer 
yet remains little-known among the pub- 
lic, is all about improving safety and reduc- 
ing crashes involving pedestrians, officials 
said. 

While Lakeview resident Charles Burke 
welcomes the idea, he says he hasn’t no- 
ticed any changes making it easier to cross 
streets. 

“It seems like most motorists are in the 
dark about the law, as I found out firsthand 
when approximately 50 cars passed me as I 
stood in a clearly marked, freshly painted 
crosswalk at Addison {Street} and Green- 
view {Avenue},” said Burke, 33. 

The situation can be even worse down- 
town, where a vehicles-versus-pedestrians 
culture seems to flourish unchecked. 
Walking across Adams Street outside Chi- 


OLD LAW, NEW LAW 

The former crosswalk law in Illinois re- 
quired drivers to yield to pedestrians 
and stop only when necessary. 

Now, drivers must stop for pedestri- 
ans in all crosswalks-even those that 
are unmarked or don’t have a stop sign 
or a traffic signal. The penalty for fail- 
ing to stop is a traffic citation of $50 to 
$500. Fines vary by county. 

The new law also applies to instances 
in which a pedestrian enters the cross- 
walk against a “Don’t Walk’’ signal or 
a red light, just as the old law required 
drivers to yield in such cases, officials 

said. TRIBUNE 


cago Union Station, pedestrians dodge 
cars, buses and cabs and then must maneu- 
ver around the panhandlers and assorted 
vendors clogging the sidewalks near the 
curb. 

“The cabdrivers have no concern with 
pedestrians trying to cross Adams in the 
crosswalk,” said Richard Sakowski, who 
commutes downtown daily on Metra from 


his home in Oswego. “They cut in front of 
other drivers cursing and yelling, pull from 
the center lane to the curb and stop in the 
crosswalk, not caring who they might hit. 
It is a very dangerous situation that the 
city does not care about.” 

Chicago officials disagree, yet for years 
they have studied the problems around the 
downtown commuter rail stations without 
taking major action. 

The city has received more than 
$10 million in grants to develop an off- 
street terminal on the south side of Jack- 
son Boulevard just south of Union Station 
to address traffic safety issues and the 
crush of taxis and buses vying for limited 
curb space, according to the Chicago De- 
partment of Transportation. 

From neighborhoods to congested busi- 
ness districts, the two-month-old cross- 
walk law is intended to create a sweeping 
change in the rules of the road pertaining 
to pedestrian safety by clarifying drivers’ 
responsibility and making it clear-cut for 
police to ticket violators, authorities said. 


Accounts 
of Red Line 
shooting 
differ

Passengers at the CTARed Line’s Garfield 
station said Sunday they often feel uneasy 
riding the train and felt a heightened sense 
of fear the day after Chicago police offi- 
cers shot and killed a man who police said 
carried a gun onboard a train. 

Chitara Lockhart, 23, said she doesn’t 
see anything wrong with bringing protec- 
tion on the train, admitting that she car- 
ries a shank, a makeshift knife. 

“That didn’t give them a right to shoot 
the man,” Lockhart said. “They should 
have locked him up, not shot him.” 

Allen Johnson, 55, said younger passen- 
gers give officers a reason to shoot. “I don’t 
trust kids. Police are scared of them too,” 
he said. “If he had a gun, they aren’t taking 
chances.” 

But several witnesses continued to 
dispute the official police account Sunday 

The shooting took place at the Garfield 
CTA station about 1:40 a.m. Saturday, af- 
ter a train operator directed officers to the 
train car in which George Lash, 19, was last 
seen, police said. 

Two officers approached Lash, who al- 
legedly fought with and pointed a gun at 
them, prompting the officers to shoot 
him, police said. 

Andrew Mims, 23, who said he watched 
the scene play out, insisted that at no 
point did he see Lash brandish a gun. He 
and other witnesses said the shooting ap- 
peared unjustified. 

Police spokesman Roderick Drew said 
Saturday that a gun was recovered at the 
scene. 

The Independent Police Review Au- 
thority, which investigates all police-in- 
volved shootings, is looking in to the Red 
Line case. 

Mims, who acknowledged that he has 
had run-ins with law enforcement, said he 
has not shared his version of events with 
the review board. 

“I’m afraid of retribution,” he said. “I 
don’t trust Chicago police. They protect 
their own.” 

Chicago Police News Affairs Officer 
Veejay Zala said no witnesses have come 
forward with information that counters 
the police version of the shooting.

n COPIAPO, Chile Chilean President Se- 
bastian Pinera on Sunday paid an elec- 
tronic visit to a Chilean mine where 33 miners 
have spent more than a month about 2,300 
feet underground following a mine collapse.

Pinera said, speaking in English. “We will suc- 
ceed in this tremendous effort. When, we do 
not know, but it will be sooner than what you 
expect. 

“When our people unite behind a great and 
noble cause, there is no one or no thing that 
can impede us from our objectives.” 

The San Jose mine, in Chile’s northern 
Atacama Desert, caved in Aug. 5. The men 
initially were feared dead, but they tied a note 
to a drill bit Aug. 22 and sent it to the surface 
to signal they were alive.

ARLINGTON, Texas Brian Urlacher wasn’t suffer- 
ing from a bout of Lovie Smith-like amnesia, he 
just didn’t have any interest in considering when 
the last time the Bears had a significant victory 
on the road. 

A half-hour earlier the Bears had walked off 
the field at Cowboys Stadium having pulled off 
a stunner in the eyes of many doubters, topping 
the Dallas Cowboys 27-20 before 85,168 to make 
the Bears 2-0 for the first time since 2006 and 
just the third time in 19 years. 

But this was no surprise to anyone in a locker 
room that is brimming with confidence. Gen- 
eral manager Jerry Angelo called it a “statement 
game” beforehand. Coach Lovie Smith called it a 
“signature game” afterward. Meanwhile, on the 
other side Cowboys owner Jerry Jones said, “I 
didn’t expect that at all” as his team fell into an 
0-2 hole. 

“I am not going compare this to anything 
else,” Urlacher said. “It’s one game.” 

Traveling back in time for him, the Bears 
opened 2008 with a victory at Indianapolis. 
Forced to win a game on the road in the season 
finale at Houston to make the playoffs, they fell 
flat. It could be this game is the most meaningful 
early- season road victory since they opened ’06 
by throttling the Packers 26-0 at Lambeau Field. 

“We’ll let you write about that,” center OHn 
Kreutz said. “I worry about being 2-0 and play- 
ing Green Bay next.” 

The Bears can prepare for their showdown 
with the Packers (2-0) at Soldier Field next Mon- 
day night knowing they’re on the right path. Of 
the 252 teams to begin 2-0 since the 16 -game

But no quarterback in the NFL is more on fire than Jay 
Cutler. 

Over his past four games dating to last season. Cutler 
has a passer rating of 118.1. He has had a passer rating 
above 100 in four straight games, making him the first 
Bears quarterback to do so since Rudy Bukich in 1964. In 
those games he has thrown 13 touchdowns (most in the 
NFL) and only two interceptions. 

“You go all the way back to last year and how he finished 
up the season— he’s a good football player,” coach Lovie 
Smith said. 

Cutler’s performance Sunday was one of his best. His 
136.7 was his highest passer rating since he came to Chicago. 

His touch pass that resulted in a 9 -yard touchdown to 
Devin Hester was a thing of beauty His 59 -yard comple- 
tion to Johnny Knox was excellent. 

But what was most impressive about his performance 
is he took a beating early and never was rattled. He never 
made a costly mistake the whole game. He gave his team a 
chance to win despite taking some risks. 

“He played great,” said tight end Greg Olsen, recipient 
of a 39 -yard touchdown pass. “He got hit a couple times 
early He hung in there. He’s tough. He got the ball to a lot 
of different guys who were able to make plays.” 

Cutler wasn’t ready to take credit for his performance, 
saying he had to go back and look at tape. But he was ready 
to credit his teammates. He said he was proud of what 
they did. 

“I thought the receivers played a great game,” he said. 
“I thought Devin Hester had one of his best games. It was 
just staying in it for four quarters, and Devin probably 
didn’t get as many balls as he would have liked, but we still 
got him the ball, and he made some big plays for us.” 

All true, but none of it would have been possible if not 
for Cutler’s reads and throws. “It all starts with Jay Cutler,”

Colvin hurt in win 

Rookie hit in chest by broken bat, will be out for rest of season 


MIAMI What should have been a celebration of the 
best nine-game road trip in Cubs history was muted on 
Sunday after Tyler Colvin was hit in the left upper chest 
with a broken bat and rushed to a local hospital. 

The incident occurred during the second inning of 
the Cubs’ 13-3 win over the Marlins, leaving them 8-1 
on the trip with a six-game winning streak. 

Colvin was coming home from third on Welington 
Castillo’s RBI double, watching the ball in flight, when 
the sharp part of the broken bat hit him in the chest, 
only inches away from his heart and his jugular vein. He 
swatted away the bat, which did not stick, but was im- 
mediately treated in the dugout. 

Colvin was listed in stable condition Sunday night in 
the Ryder Trauma Unit at Jackson Memorial Hospital 
in Miami. A tube was inserted into his chest to prevent 
a collapsed lung, or pneumothorax. He’ll remain hos- 
pitalized for two or three days, but Colvin’s promising 
rookie season ended prematurely and the Cubs said he 
was fortunate to elude a much more serious injury 
X-rays were taken at the hospital, and the wound was 
sutured. Colvin was not in labored breathing, and there 


was very little blood. There was no word on the depth of 
the wound, but third baseman Jeff Baker said the team 
was concerned after some of the players went into the 
trainers’ room and saw how deep the wound was. 

“It’s one of those things that’s scary” Baker said. 
“That’s the danger of a maple bat. Thank goodness he’s 
OK.”

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Glossary 
for newcomers 

Need-to-know social terms 
(trust us, the city will test 
you later) 

Alfresco: By definition 
it means “outdoors.” In 
Chicago it’s associated 
with eating and drinking 
outside on a restaurant 
or bar’s patio or deck. 

Prix-fixe (pronounced 
pre feks): Several cours- 
es for one price, usually 
including an appetizer, 
entree and dessert. 
Offered at restaurants 
as a meal option among 
regular menu items. 

Happy hour: Practically 
nonexistent, in the tra- 
ditional sense. Why? By 
law, Chicago bars can’t 
offer drink deals within 
fixed hours; deals must 
be offered from open to 
close. Happy hour food 
deals, however, are pret- 
ty easy to come by. (Yum: 
$1 mini-burgers and $5 
apps from 4-6 p.m. and 
9 p.m.-midnight Monday- 
Friday at D4, 345 E. Ohio 
St., in Streeterville) 

Gastropub: Technically, 
a combination of “pub” 
and “gastronomy.” More 
casually, it’s a bar where 
you’ll get decent beer 
and a hearty meal far 
exceeding typical, fried 
bar food. 

Corkage fee: The fee 

you pay at a BYOB (Bring 
Your Own Bottle) restau- 
rant for the convenience 
of opening a bottle of 
beer, wine or booze 
using the restaurant’s 
glasses, chill-ware and 
bottle opener. 

Slashie: One part liquor 
store, one part bar. It’s 
not something you’ll 
see every day, but when 
you do, you’ll know it.

7-foot wrestler The Big Show* 
recalls his summer of living

Wight moved because of the 
cold weather and soon after 
joined now-defrmct W^rld 
Championship Wrestling. He 
signed with WWE in 1999. 

During the little free time 
he has, the Miami resident has 
made cameos in “The Waterboy” 
(remember Captain Insano?), 
“Jingle All the Way” and, more re- 
cently, “AlacGruber.” Wight said 
he wotxld have appeared in a few 
other films, but WWE Chairman 
Mnce McMahon didn’t want him 
doing the movies.
